The commercial life of the Chinese illustrates 
their mutual suspicion, in a great variety of ways. 
To ‘this, reference has been already made in 
speaking of “ the employment of intermediaries.” 

either buyer nor seller trusts the other, and 

* each for that reason thinks that his interests are 
. subserved by putting bis affairs for the time 
_ being, out of his own hands, into those of a third 
person, who is strictly neutral, because his 

i percentage will only be obtained by:the comple- 
tlon of the bargain. No transaction is considered 
as made at all,until ‘bargain money’ hagibeen, 
paid. Ifthe matter is 'a more comprehensive 
one, something must be-put into writing, for 
talk'is empty; while the mark of a pen is 
finn.’ In the innumerable transactions of 
& mercantile people like the Chinese, there 
‘must, of course, be many .exceptlons to the 
theory, but in this case, asin others, she 
exception proves the rule, Thechaotic condition 
of the silver market in China {s due partly to the 

. deep-seated suspicion which cash-shops entertain 
for their customers, which customers, cherish 

. ‘toward the: cash-shops, and in each case with 
the best grounds, Every chopped dollar in 
south China, every chopped piece of chopped 
zailver in any part of China, is a witness to the 
, bUspicious nature of this great and commercial 
people; keen as they are to effect a tende, they 

. are keener still in their ‘reluctance ,to do so. 
- Has the reader ever had occasion to replenish his 
supply of cash by trying to sell silver in a Chi- 
hese city after dark, when the shops have closed 
for the night? The very fact that.a customer, 
whether Chinese or foreign makes no difference, 
wishes to sell silver at such an hour, is of itself 
suspicidus, and {t will not be surprising, if every 
‘shopin the city should successively fripait the 
sage advice to wait till to-morrow, -: The banking 
system of China appears to be very compreben- 

_ ‘tive and intricate, and we know from Marco Polo 
that bank bills have-been in use from a very 
ancient period, But they are not by any means 
universal in. thelr occurrence, and all of them 


appear to. be exceedingly Hmited in the range of 


their circulation, The banks of two cities ten 
miles apart will not receive each other's bills, 
+ and fora very goodreason, It has been already 
mentioned that regular markets are the places 
‘ to which'a purchaser Is expected, and Indeed 
“ required, to repair, (fhe wishes to buy anything, 
irrespective of the inconvenience which may 
thus be occasioned. Should any other course 
be. pursued both buyer and seller would be 
the prey to deep anxiety, lest the price agreed 
upon should prove to have been a cash or two 
more or less than might otherwise have been the 
case, If any commodity is not usually an article 
. of commerce, these enibrrrassments are at thelr 
maximum. Thus, in a country. district, during 
the month of September, a fiend had occaiion 
to buy a few bundles of stalks of the sorghum, or 
tall. millct plant. .Now at the particular: season 
«this lind of fuel is/not ordinarily. to be sold, 
' * because. it has, but just sipenody and being 
+ reckoned by weight, which {s unduly great when 
. the sap isatill green, no one wishes to buy. Thus 
“there Is at that time of year no market price,. Th 
‘total. value of the material desired’ 
feaction of a: dollars. several “ Chines

forbade the sale, to pay back at a Inter date the 
same buk of stalks as that which he now 
irregularly borrowed ! - can 
: The high rate of Chinese interest, ranging 
from twenty-four to thirty-six or more per cent. 
is a-proof of the lack of mutual confidence, The 
larger part of this extortionate exaction does 
not represent payment for the use of money, but 
insurance on risk,’ whichis very great. The 
almast total lack of such forms of investments 
as we_are so familiar with in Western lands is 
due, nat more to the lack of development of the 
resources of the empire, than to.'the general 
mistrust of each other among the people. ‘The 
affairs of life hinge upon confi’: nce,’ and it is for 
this reason: that a Jorge class of ‘affairs’ in 
China will, for along time.to come, be. disso- 
clated from their hinges, to the great detriment 
of the interests ofthe people, ~ 
A curious example of Chinese commercial 
suspicion was afforded :a few months ago by a 
paragraph in the American newspapers, giving 
an account: of the: condition of things in the 
Chinese colony.in the city of New York. The 
Chinese piganisetie probably ‘did not differ 
from that of other cities where the Chinese have 
established themselves. They have a ‘Municipal 
Government of their -owh, and twelve leading 
Chinese are the officers thereof, They keep the 
money andthe papers of the Municipality in a 
huge iron safe, and to insure absolute.snicty, the 
safe is locked. with twelve ponderous brass 
enincse) padlocks all in a row, instead of the 


iMtricate and beautiful combination locks used |. 


in the. New York Banks, Each one of the twelve 
members of jhe Chinese Board of Aldermen had 
akey to one ‘of these padlocks, and when 
the safe is opened all twelve of them must 
be on hand, each to attend to the untockirig: 
of his own «padlock. One of these dis- 
tinguished Aldermen having ‘inopporluncly 
died, the affairs of the Municipality were thrown 
into the utmost confusion, The key to his 
adlock could not be found, and if it had been 
found, it wassnid that no one would then venture 
to take the place of the deceased, through a 
superstitions fear that the dead man would be 
jealous of hi successor, and would remove him 
by the same disease of which he himself had 
died. Even the funeral bills could not be paid 
until a specialelection had taken place to fill the 
vacancy. This lite incident is inde da window, 
through which those who chease todo s0 may see 
some of the prominent traits of the Chinese 
character clearly illustrated; capacity fororganisa- 
tion, ability, mutual suspicion, 
unlimited credulity, and tacit contempt for the 
inatitutions and inventi ns of the men ofthe west. 
Mr. Spurgeon is credited with the observation 
that. if anything isterlly to he done it should 
be"accomplished by appointing a committee of 
lwo, and. then putting’ one of them to bed. 
This plan may be adap'cd to the longitude of 
G-eenwich, but not to China. In this country, 
the man who was put to bed, would su pect, 
when he got up, that the other man had taken 
advantage cf his retirement to make off with the 
funds. The structure of the Chinese Govern- 
ment contains many examples of ‘the effects of 
Jack of confidence., Eunuchs are an essentially 
Asiatic instance in point and they are supposed 
to have existed in China from very ancient times, 
but during the present dynasty, this dangerous 
clags of persons has ‘been dealt with ina very 


practical way by the.Manchus, and deprived of |. 


the power todo the same mischief as in past 
ages. Another example of the provision for that 
suspicion which must inevitably arise when such 
inharmonious elements as the conquerors and 
the conquered are to be co-ordinated in the 
Government, is the singular combination of 
Manchus: and Chinese in the administration 
ofthe Government, as well as the arrangement 
by which the President of one of the Six Boards 
may be the Vice-President of another. By these 
checks and balances, the equilibrium of the State 
machinery’ has been’ preserved. The Censorate, 
as we need not pause to .remark, furnishes 
another illustration. of the same’ thing, on an 
extended and important ‘scale. Those whose, 
knowledge of theinterior workings of the Chinese 
administration entitles their opinions to,weight, 
assure us that the same mutual suspicion which 
we have seen to be characteristics of the social 
Nfe of the Chinese, is equally characteristic of 
their official life, It could not indeed he other- 
wise. ‘Chinese nature being what it is, high 
officials cannot but be jealotis of those below 
them, for it is from that quarter ‘that their rivals 
are to be dreaded, The lower officials, on 
the other hand, are’ not less suspicious. of 
those, above them, for it is from that 
quarter that their removal may be at any 
moment effected. There seems the best reason to 
believe that both the higher and-the lower 
officials alike are more or Icss jealous of the 
large and powerful literary class, and the officials 


‘are ‘uniformly suspicious of the people, This 


last state of. mind is well warranted by what is 
known of the multitudinous semi-political sects, 
with which the who'e empire is honcycombed 
A district magistrate will pounce down upon the 
annual gathering of a temperance: socicty such 
ag the well known Tsai-li, which merely forbids 
opitm,’ wine.and tobacco, and turn over their 
anticipated feast to the voracious ‘walves and 
tigers’ of his yamén, not because, it is proved that 
the designs of the Tsai-li Society are treasonable, 
but because it has been officially assumed long 
since that they must be so, All secret societies 
are treasonable, and this among the rest. This 
generalised suspicion settles the whole question, 
and whenever occasion arises, thé government 
interposes,' seizes the leaders, banishes or exter- 
minates them, and thus for the moment allays 
fis suspicions. It is obvious that so powerful a 
principle as the one which we are considering 
must -bea strong reinforcement of that innate 
conservatism which bas been already discussed, 
to prevent the sdoption of what is new. The 
census which is occasionally called for by the 
government, does not occur with sufficient fre-. 
quency to make it famillar to the.Chinese, even 
in rame, - It’ always excites an immediate 
suspicion that some ulterior erd is in view. How 
real this suspicion is, is iMustrated-by an incident 
which occurred within two years in 9 village next 
to the one in which the writer lived. One of two 
brothers, hearing that a new census had been 
ordered, took .{t for granted that it signified com- 
pulsory emigration, It is customary in such cases 
to leave one brother at home to look after the 
graves of the ancestors, but-the younger of the 
two, foresecing that he must go, promptly pro- 
ceeded to.save himself from the fatigues of a 
long Journey, by committing suicide, thus check-. 
fa the govéroment} It is a mixture of 
suspicion and of conservatism which bas made 
the path of the young Chinese who were educated 
in the United States, such a bed of thorns fram 
the time of their return to the present day; it is 
the same’ fell combination, which shows itself 
in opposition to the inevitable introduction of 
railways into Chinas it is the same spirit which 
has ‘ruled the proceedings instituted by the 
Governor: of the Two Kuang provinces, in 
the matter of his mint. _It is reported that the 
first ‘machinery for this. great innovation was 
such that.the cash would have been punched 
witha round ‘hole, ‘instead of a square one.

arich country. The ‘earth dragon’ below ground, 
and peculation and suspicioh above it, nre as 
yet too tnuch for anything more than the most 
tudimentyy steps of propregs in. this' most 
essential direction,’ No maticy how great advant- 
ages may be, or haw obvious, itis almost impos- 
sible to get new things introduced, when an alt- 
pervading suspicion frawns upon them. Dr. 
Nevius, who hs doneso much at Chefoo fos 
the cultivation ‘ofa high grade of forcign ‘rnits 
in China, fruits ‘whi h’ visibly yield an 
enormous profit, has been obliged to contend 
Against this suspicion at eyery step,.and one less 
patient and lest philanthropic would long since 
haye abandoned the project in disgust. When’ 
profits are once assured, this stnte of things of 
course gradually disappeats, But it is very, real 
when enquirics arc set on foot, like thare by the 
Imperial Maritime Customs in regard to the 
_taising of silk-worms, or tca,- How can those 
who ‘hre'intercated in these:matters possibly be- 
lieve, in defiance of all the ; ccumulated exper- 
ience of past ages, that ‘the object of these 
inquiries is not tax, but the promotion of pro- 
duction, and the increase of the profits of skilled 
labour? Who ever. heard of such a thing, and 
wha can believe it when he does hear it? The 


| attitude of the-Chinese mind towards such pro- 


jects as this may be best expressed in the Dutch 
jtoverb:; ‘Good morrow to you all, as the fox 
said when he leaped into the goose-pen!’—,

We are so accustomed to refer to the great 
distress which natives have been suffering from 
for the last year, as the ‘Famine in China, that 
little attention’ has ‘heen paid to the fact-as to 
‘whether the word “Famine” is or is not pro- 
perly applied. Faminc—dearth or .scarcity— 
will apply to the slarvelings themselves, forithey 
died of want, no doubt, yct there was not any 
scarcity of'food in the province—~" The land of 
Egypt and the land of Canaan were punished 


‘by reason of dearth,” and the Government 


adopted means under the circumstances, but the 
Chinese Government have not admitted by their 
actions that Manchuria ‘was suffering from 
scarcity, On the contrary;one may suppose that 
stocks of millct,.beans, etc, are plentiful—so 
plentiful, indeed, that many cargoes have been 
shipped away. Instead of staying the export 
of pri ag a mercantile ‘commodity, several 
steamers have actunlly been laden for ports in 
Shantung, and the Government transport Lee- 
yuenis now taking what are called “Tribute 
beans" for Taku, Tientsin, Pcking—the locality 
is uncertain—but it is said on Government 
account, Now unless the prain be taken to 
relieve greater distress than where itis taken 
from, how cin the Government accept :such 


tribute? Every shipment enhances the value |. 


of what remains, and although there. has never 


been a “Famine” in the Egyptian sense, the 


price of miilet and other cereals is so high 
that for the’ poor Jaborer, 
ten cents' a day for wages; it is difficult to 
live if he has to pay double what it cost 
him last year. “Dearth”, in that way as a 
word is applicable tothe hard-working classes, 
even if they have work to do. How much 
more is it applicable to the thousands for whom 
there is not any work at all, It may be said 
the people are hurd up on account of one or 
more bad harvests, or because the land has been 
inundgted, ctc., but the word “Famine” as 
meaffing that there is not enough food in the 
province, is a’ misnomer, and this is verified by 
the export of -what is. called Tribute grain, 
millet, beans, etc. uniess the Celestial Govern- 
ment are .bent on- completely starving out the 


masses of this already poorest of poor provinces’ |- 
of China, It is needless perhaps to confirm this 
view more strongly by, pointing to the departure 


of some sixty to seventy steamers with all kinds 
of produce, the outcome of this famished country. 
The poverty all over the province is evidenced in 
amarked manner by the thousands of acres ol 
grourid which lie fallow, waste, one should say, 
because there was'no labour, or manure, or seed } 
small and big farmers being impoverished to 
the last degree, the horses, oxen, and other 
animals having dicd for want of food, or rather 
having been killed to supply the necessaries of 
life for their owners as long as possible. One 
of the surest signs that all menns had been 
exhausted’ when relief was, stributed was the 
total absence of dops, cats or other domestic 


-animals. - Although large portions of fields are 


‘not cultivated, there is every chance of-the next 
hirvest being a favourable one snd, unless things 
alter very much, we may look for better times 
comparatively. There will be ‘always thore 
or less poverty, but it is wonderful how the 
Chinese. recover themselves when they have 
enough toeat, hand.to mouth kind of existence 
though it be. . 
There waS'rather a severe squall outside the’ 
bar yesterday, and we hear of a very brave and 
praiseworthy act prsformed by Captain P. F. 


Lorerz:nt one of the pilots at this port, who | 


happened to be cruising near ‘the Bar, A 
lar,e, Tientsin - jink, laden with beancake, 
pears; oil, etc, soon after crossing the Bar was 
suddenly upset by a severe gust of wind; and 
every soul on board to the number of 32 people 
would have been drowned, but forthe presence 
of mind.and pluck of Captain Lorenzen, who, | 
takin: charge of the helm, steered his boat to 
the scene of disaster and rescued 27 persons— 
some § others perishing before help could be 
given. We trust the action of Capt. Lorenzen 
will be fully recognished by his own Govern- 
ment and the Chinese—fot it was 2 most unself- 
ish and noble deed, * performed under very 
trying circumstances.—JV.

citizens of New York. succeeded in remodeling 
the criminal code in some essential ‘particulars. 
Among others, they got a law passed ieee t it 
.a felony: to attempt to commit suicide. is, 
until 1824, was the law of England, where the 
suicide was called slo de se, his goods and 
chattels were forfeit, and he was ‘buried in the 
open highway with a stake run through. bjs 
. But no such provision of law was ever 
in force in this country. The New York en- 
actment went into effect in 1881, and there 
have been trials and some convictions ‘under it, 
though the extreme penalty has never been 
enforced, and. it is said that it bas bad the 
effect of diminishing the number of suicides. *

In this city. it seems nearly Awice as many 
people commit suicide, in proportion to popula- 
tion, as in New York. This is due to the exciting 
character of many of the occupations . followed 
here, We are a speculative community; and 
when our speculations turn out badly the weak 
vessels are prone to seck surceasc of ‘soirow in 
the grave. 
that two-thirds to three-lourths of the suicides 
are foreign born. - ‘. a? 

Here, as in the East, suicide among males is 
generally caused by the results af debauch, by 
insanity, or by business troubles. Habitual 
drunkenness is the most frequent cause. 
“ald works on suicide it is.stated that suicide 
among females is caused either by maladics 
incident to the sex, or by disappointment in love, 
or by religions excitement. All the lafe returns 
from Boards of Hea'th concur ‘in reporting that 
the number of suicides resulting from ‘the two. 
latter causes ig diminishing rapidly. Warmen 
seem to be less prone than they were to lose 
their balarice from theological study ; and it is a 


fact that girls nowadays hardly ever kill theme : 


s-lves from love; the few exceptions whi h
